On a related note, | wanted to share the email | got from Josiane Massiera from the Gulf region. We 
talked about it briefly at the meeting but | just got off the phone with her and | have more info. Here is a 
highlight of measures in place over there: 


- Harvesters in various LFA’s have been the ones deciding the minimum amount per trap allowed 
in their respective areas. That’s why the numbers vary a lot: from 0 to 6, even for areas right 


next to one another. There is subjectivity there in determining what should be the right number. 


- DFO Gulf has been trying to reduce the amount of lines in water due to significant issue they've 
been having with marine mammals. Putting a minimum amount of lines per trap helps in this 
matter but they have yet to force areas like LFA 25 to follow suit with other areas and set a 

- minimum. Instead, they have stopped allowing the use of floating lines since the beginning of 
the 2018, a measure that was resisted by harvesters, but ultimately they (reluctantly) 
accepted it. 

- The minimum number per LFA are is specified in the COL (in attachment). 

- Unlike the QC region, there is nothing in the Gulf COL that talks amount minimum distance 
between lines . 

- In terms of enforcement issues with having a minimum amount of traps per line, she hasn’t 
heard of any grumblings from C&P.

What's most notable is that he also went outside the norm for the area and fished these as 
single traps (one trap per buoy vs on a line / trawl with several traps). 


Not surprisingly since the end of the season there has been an influx of these traps as harvesters 
prepare for the 2019 season. While everyone accepts that these traps are within the legal 
maximum size limit I've received several calls with the concern that given the high number of 
licenses and traps that if people go to ‘individual’ traps then it will become basically impossible 
to navigate through the buoys. 


On that last point, those harvesters are adamant that given these navigation/safety concerns that a 
license condition be implemented to state the requirement that a minimum number of traps 
(whatever kind they are) be fished on a trawl noting the common number mentioned is 5. 


I've also been informed that DFO has implemented this condition in NS LFA(s). 


What I need is confirmation that if harvesters so choose, DFO is willing to implement a formal 
CoL as noted above. 


With your confirmation, I will proceed to meet with the harvesters and if warranted proceed with 
a formal vote.

Good morning Jason, 


Here are examples of limits that are in place from various LFA’s outside of NL. 
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As we all know, no such provisions exist in NL. In the Maritimes region, they are working on a pilot 
project for LFA 38 at the moment but nothing has been set. However, we do have examples in Gulf 
and QC. It varies greatly by LFA and there are cases where it even varies by province within a 
certain LFA. While the focus in the DFO Gulf region has been on reducing the amount of lines in the 
water in order to reduce the risk of interaction with marine mammals, DFO QC Region has 
implemented both minimum lines per trap AND maximum distance between traps several years ago. 
The best comparable in your case is with LFA 19-21 (Gaspé and Baie des Chaleurs regions).
